Although there has been a 
substantial paring down of ex- 
penditures in many lines, par- 
ticularly in contemplated cap- 
ital expenditure, the U. F. 
government budget presented in 
the legislature Monday after- 
noon by Premier Greenfield esti- 
mates a deficit on operations 


this year of $1,016,289.15. This 
will make the deficit at least! 
$5,000,000 for the last three 
years. 

Proposed expenditure from 


collections this year will be $11,- 
170,859.95, the revenue being 
placed at $10,154,620.80. Last 
year the revenue exelusive of 
capital borrowings was $9,324,- 
889.75, 


Including $2,600,000 to be spent 
from income account on provinelal 
telophone and another $7,621,482.74 


to be borrowed on capital account 
for various purposes the total ex- 
penditure for 1928 will be $20,376,- 
103.64 according to the estimates. 

The estimates reveal practical'y 
no clipping of salaries at the ‘top’ 
as Wis expected. All the high sal- | 
aried officiais are down for the 
same remuneration that the estim- 
ates of 1 2 provided for, There is 
no reduction in the $2,000 allow- 


anee for the members of the legis- 
lature. The cabinet ministers are 
to receive $6,000 each as in the past | 
with sessional indemnity as ordin- 
ary members, The speaker's special 
allowance is still standing at $2, 
with the s..ae for the leader of the 
Opposition.
